New Delhi, the 14th Ootober, 1993 

O.N, 116.—Whereas a General Election to Rajasthan Le¬ 
gislative Assembly was held in 1990. The District Election 
Officer, Chi lodgarh hail informed the Comm'ssion vide his 
conunun'cation No, ETJiC|F. 6-25(90)496 dated 24th April, 
1990 that Shri Vikram Singh, a contesting candidate from 
125,—Nimbahera. Assembly Constituency has failed to lodge 
h,s account of election expenses by 30th March, 1990, as 
required under section 77 of the Representation of the People 
Act. 1951; 

2 And, whereas, a show cause notice was issued to the 
candidate on 31st October, 1990 and no reply was received 
from him; 

3. And, whereas, in his supplementary report da*ed 6th 
February, 1992, the District Election Officer, Chittorgarh had 
reported that the said candidac did not lodge his account; 

4. And, whereas, on the basis of the said supplementary 
report of the District Election Officer, the Commission pass¬ 
ed an order for the disqualification of Shri Vikram Singh 
under Section 10A of the Representation of the People Act, 
1951 and this order was notified vide Commission^ order 
No. 76|RJ-AL|91(4) dated 9th March, 1992; 

5. And, whereas, on receipt of the said disqualification 
order dated 9th March, 1992, Shri Vikram Singh represented 
to the Commission that he had already lodged the account 
of his election expenses with the election officer, Nimbahera 
On 20th March, 1990: 

6. And, whereas, the District Election Officer was asked 
to send his comments on the said representation and he had 
confirmed vide his report dated 14th July, 1993 that Shri 
Vikram Singh had indeed lodged his account of election ex¬ 
penses which has been found in Returning Officer’s office and 
was rot forwarded by h : m to the District Election Officer’s 
office; 

7. Now, therefore, after taking into account all aspects of 
the matter and in exercise of the powers under section 11 
of the Representation of the People Act, 1951, the Commis¬ 
sion directs that entry No. 381 in Commission’s Order No.
